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1. Claims 9 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The term "rear" found in each of these claims does not find proper antecedent basis.

3. Claims 1, 2, 8-1 1, 15, 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Coulson et al.-USP 5,589,288. (Coulson) 

Reference is made to Figures 1,3,9 and 10 of the patent to Coulson along with column 7, 
line 38 through column 8, line 13. 

4. Claims 1, 8, 9, 15, 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bunyea et al.-USP 5,663,01 1 (Bunyea) 

See column 4, line 59 through column 6, line 27 of Bunyea and Figures 1, 3 and 8.
